I. Call to order: 9:00 am 

 Quorum was present – 21 members and representatives 

II. Introductions  

 Chief Ticer was absent today; Glenn Davis, Vice Chair, led the meeting 

 Mr. Davis welcomed everyone to the meeting and reviewed the charge and mission of the CTFDID 

 Mr. Davis asked for self-introductions

IV. Minutes of Previous Meeting  

 Mr. Davis asked for any revisions to the minutes of the March 2019 meeting. No revisions were offered. 

A motion to accept the minutes of the March 2019 meeting was made and seconded. Motion passed.   

V.  Statistics  

 State Fatality Numbers – Christine Demont-CDPHE 

o As of April 1, 91 fatalities; 15 suspected impaired. This is about 16%, we are usually at about 

30%, but the numbers are very preliminary. At this time last year we had 123 fatalities 

o 64 occupant fatalities; 30 were unrestrained 

o 6 motorcycle fatalities 

o 16 pedestrian fatalities – 3 impaired 

o 1 bicyclist fatality 

o 4 vehicle unknown fatalities (could be trailer) 

o Counties with highest fatality numbers: 

 El Paso - 12 

 Weld - 11 

 Denver and Jeffco – 8 each 

 Glenn Davis: 

o In response to a question about pedestrian fatalities Mr. Davis confirmed Colorado will be 

getting additional funds from NHTSA because over 15% of our fatalities are pedestrian fatalities 

o Josh Downing (CSP) stated that CSP is seeing a trend toward increasing impaired pedestrian 

fatalities, specifically in areas populated by homeless people.  

o Christine Demont will be doing a presentation at the National Epidemiology conference and can 

do a dry run of her presentation at the May meeting.  

VI. Legislation – Fran Lanzer, MADD/Glenn Davis, CDOT/Mike Honn, CSP

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 Fran Lanzer, MADD 

 SB19-012 – increased penalties for texting and driving. Died in House by vote of 10 to 1; 

argument against the bill was the potential for racial profiling 

 HB19-1230 – Marijuana Hospitality establishments; passed house, introduced in senate and 

assigned to finance committee 

 HB19-1234 – marijuana delivery; passed the House, assigned to Senate Finance 

 Mike Honn, CSP 

 CDPS and CSP – funding request approved, which means more troopers and civilian staff 

 CBI was approved for drug panel drug testing; law enforcement can submit blood panels for free 

drug and alcohol testing. Funded by the marijuana cash tax fund.  

 Of the 492 tests submitted, 70% back with both THC and alcohol/other drugs 

 Scooters bill – moving them out of designation as toy vehicle and moving them to align with 

bicycles 

 Mobile device bill – failed but is in the hopper for next year 

 Questions on reclassification of scooters 

 In terms of fatality counts, they would be considered like bicycle. Now scooters are often 

driven on sidewalk so would need to be in traffic to be included in traffic accident 

reporting 

 Changing scooter classification may require changes in open-container law to ensure the 

state remains compliant. Al Graham from NHTSA would like to be kept in the loop on 

this bill 

 Jim Burack: 

 CBI is getting additional criminal investigators to address illicit market activity 

 Publicly traded company bill – passed out of committee; will lead to ownership in 

marijuana industry looking more like the liquor industry 

 Christine Flavia: 

 CDHS has been watching HB 19-1237 – behavioral health entities. Would move licensing 

of substance abuse treatment programs out of CDHS and into CDPHE. Office of 

Behavioral Health may still maintain program oversight.  

 Glenn;  

 We should be aware when racial profiling in going to be brought up for a traffic safety issue – 

like the hands-free bill from this year – and be ready to address it. Colorado law enforcement 

receives training on racial profiling.  While this may occur to use this accusation without data or 

proof as an impediment to traffic safety initiatives is disingenuous to the work of many traffic 

safety partners.  

 Senator Lois Court is a good advocate for traffic safety issues 

 Long bill – CDOT will be in good position for impaired driving funding from state sources 

1. $1.5 million from first time offender drunk driver fund; 

2. $1 million from marijuana cash tax cash fund  

3. $950K from marijuana cash tax fund for awareness campaign
